The roots of the wheat plant usually penetrate into the 
soil for a depth of 5 to 6 feet with a great mase of 
rooting material, This marvellous root system com- 
pletely exhausts all the moisture that the soil will give 
up for a depth of 5 or 6 feet by harvest time.
